THE BUDGET. 

Yhe CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER szid he felt that, on 
every account, it was incumbent on him to compress his observa- 
tions into a8 narrow a compass as possible. He knew how much the 
House had been fatigued for many nights, by labours almost uupre- 
cedented, and which he must be allowed to have felt as heavily as 
any one; audit would be unpardonable in him if he did not do his 
hest to abridge, on the present occasion, the trouble which they must 
undergo. Heshould, therefore, proceed with what was cssential to 
ihe exposition of the statement he had to lay before them. As in 
the early part of the Session he had explained the situation of the 
nation’s finances, and the measnres which it was the duty of his 
Majesty’s Government to recommend, which measures had since been 
carried into effect, it was not now necessary for him to recapitulate 
ihe observations he had made on that occasion. It was his duty then 
‘o state the aggregate of the revenue and of the expenses; to lay 
before the House the votes for the Supply which they would be call- 
ed upon to furnish, and the measures which Parliament should adopt 
for meeting that Supply. He stated to the House at the commence- 
nent of the Session, that he believed the amount of the Supply which 
Parliament would be called upou to vote would be 16,600,0007 , but 
he had now to inform the House that that sum wodld be exceeded 
by between 2 and 300,000/. He would explain how this excess had 
arisen. It had not arisen in the Estimates for the Army, Navy, or 
(Ordnance, but under the head of Miscellaneous Estimates, and was 
occasioned by various items which did not enter into his calculation 
when he made his former statement. The largest of these items 
was one of 60,000/. for the Stationary Office, which was created in 
consequence of a new arrangement, which, in future, would conduce 
largely, to economy in that depa:tmeut. It had been formerly the 
practice for each of the public departments to provide themselves 
with stationary, almost ad libitum. That system was now entirely 
altered, and the public offices were limited to particular descriptions 
of stationary, and toa certain amount. It » as expected that by tltis 
arrangement the expense of supplying the public departments would 
be considerably diminished. Although the vote required under the 
head of stationary would appear to be increased, there would really 
be a diminution of expense tu a considerable extent, because some 
departments used, by the old arrangement, tocharge for it under the 
nead of contingencies. The new arrangement would not come into 
full operation during the present year, because the military and na- 
val departments had already been provided with stationary by the 
Fstimates. Various other items had occasioned the excess which 
he had before alluded to. One of these was the grant arising out of 
the present which his Majesty had made to the public of his libra- 
ry; another was the sum of 4,000/. on account of Dunleary har- 
hour; and another the vote of 15,000/. for assisting the emigratiou 
from the south of freland to Canada, &c. He was happy, however, 
to be able to state, that whilst there was such an excess beyond 
the calculation which he had made in the Supply, there was at the 
same time a more than corresponding increase in the Ways and 
Means to meet it. The total Supplies voted on account of the 
Army, Navy, Ordnance, and Misceilaneous Estimates, and the 
imterest on exchequer bills for the present year amounted to 
16,976,748]. To meet this sum there was the annua! malt-tax, 
“00,0001. ; on account of the lottery, 2,00,000/.; repayment by 
Exchequer Bill Loan Commissioners, 126,873/.; on account of the 
‘trangement for the payment of the Naval and Military pensions, 
4,800,0001.; to be paid by the East India Company on account of 
the half-pay of his Majesty’s forces employed in India, 90,0001. He 
would trouble the House with a few observations respecting the last 
tem of 90,0007. It had appeared to the Government that it was fair 
that the East India Company should take upon themselves some 
Portion of the expense of the half-pay of the troops which were em- 
ployed in India for their benefit. It’ was but justice to the Company 
'0 say that they at once acknowledged the justice of the claim. 

€ question then was, what portion of the half-pay and pensions 
‘hould the Company discharge? It would have been unfair to have 
rharged them with the whole of it, because many of the individuals 
‘omposing the corps might have been wounded and entitled to com- 
pueaien on that account before they proceeded to India. After some 
‘cussion, an arrangement was come to, satisfactory to both parties, 

*Y which the East India Company undertook to pay annually the 
‘um of 60,0001. on account of the half-pay and pensions. The usual 
_ vote for the support of the forces in India appeared in the Army 

_simates of the present year, because the arrangement was not made 
mtil the Supply had been voted. Next year, however, that vote 
might be deducted in the same manner as votes on account of stores 
and disposed of in any other manner.

- 5f08s sum which was to meet the 16,976,743/. which had been 


voted for the Estimates. The surplus of Ways and Means amount- 
ed to 469,0471. This surplus arose out of grants voted in former 
years, which Government had not found it necessary to call for. 
There was next an item of 8,700,000I. furnished by the surplus of the 
Consolidated fund. It was a long time since the House had heard any 
thing said of a surplus of the Consolidated Fund.—( Hear, and laugh- 
ter.) It was extremely gratifying to him that he was the first person 
who had, for several years, been able to state that there was a surplus 
of the Consolidated Fund, and to a large amount. The circumstance 
of the surplus being so large, instead of its existing at all, was to be 
attributed to the arrangement which Parliament had sanctioned dur- 
ing the present Session with respect to the Sinking Fund, the effect 
of which was to reduce the charge on the Consolidated Fund to pre- 
cisely the amount of the Sinking Fund. Adding together all the 
items of Ways and Means which he had stated, they would be found 
to amount to 17,385,920/. ; being a surplus of Ways and Means over 
the Supplies of 409,177/. Of this surplus 214,160/. would be 
applied to the diminution of the unfunded debt. It was a very gratify- 
ing circumstance to have something in hand.—(Hear, and laughter.) 
He did not think it advisable to accommodate the receipts to the ex- 
penditure so nicely as to render the Government liable to inconve- 
nience in the event of any sudden and unexpected decrease of revenue 
taking place-—/( Hear, héar.) He would take that opportunity of ob- 
serving, that he thought it probable that the operation of the Distille- 
ries Bill, which was at present in progress, would be to produce in 
the first instance a temporary diminution of income; but he was 
persuaded that the ultimate effect of that measure would be directly 
opposite. He wascutitled to declare that the House might expect an 
additional surplus beyond that which he had stated as the amount. 
He had made his estimate of the amount of the surplus of the Con- 
}solidated Fund, upon the supposition that the Assessed Taxes, 
amounting to 2,200,000/. which had been repealed during the present 
session, would be lost to the revenue for the current year. That, 
however, would not be the case, because there were nearly three 
quarters of Assessed Taxes due, prior to the repeal. But as he was 
not able to form a precise estimate of the amount of those Taxes, he 
had not considered himself justified in including them in the Ways 
and Means. Efe only mentioned the circumstance to show the Com- 


mittee that there was no reason to fear a falling off in the Revenue. 


Perhaps the Committee would excuse him for occupying a few mo- 
ments in directing its attention to the state of the revenue at the pre- 
sent moment, ia order that it might be seen whether the view which 
he had taken of the finances of the country at the commencement of 
the Session had proved correct —( Hear, hear.) He had, upon that 
ovcasion, entertained sanguine hopes of the increase of the Revenue ; 
and he now was happy to say, that so far from being disappointed in 
his expectations, it would appear before he came to the end of his 
statement, that he had formerly underrated the financial resources 
of the country.—(Hear, hear.) He had by him the account of the 
Customs of the present yéar, from the 5th of January up to the 28th 
of June, and also an account of the Customs of last year, from the 5th 
of January to the 5th of July. The latter account, it would be seen, 
included the whole half year ; but the former account did not include 
the eight last days of the half year, and it was well known, and he 
hoped that the Committe would bear it in mind, that the latter days 
of a quarter were by no means the least productive—(Hedr, hear.) 
The amount of the Customs from the 5th of January to the 28th of 
June, in the present year, was 4,026,6611. In addition to that sum, 
there were bills and cash to be transferred to the Customs to the 
amount of 79,191/. It hed also been calculated that the Customs 
received during the remaining days of the current half year—namely, 
from the 28th of June to the 5th of July—would amount to 16,000/. 
per diem, or 80,000/. altogether. It would appear, therefore, that the 
Customs of the present half-year would make a total of 4,185,852/. The 
account which he held in his hand showed that the Customs of the 
corresponding half year-in 1822, were 4,045,987/. But in this sum 
were included 66,0001. tonnage duties, which had been repealed, and 
therefore did not form any part of the Customs of the present half 
vear. He thought that he was entitled to deduct that 66,000/. from 
the account of 1822, which would then stand at 3,979,987/. Taking 
that as the total amount of the Customs of the half year in 1822, and 
he thought he was justified in doing so—(hear, hear )—it would be 
seen that there was a balance of 205,8651. in favour of the present 
half vear. From the information which he had collected, he was sa- 
tisfied that the rate of increase would not be diminished at the end of 
the year. The receipts in the Excise Department for the current half 
year were not less satisfactory than those of the Customs. The re- 
ceipts upon a great many articles of Excise, up to the Ist of July of 
the present half year, already exceeded those upon the same articles 
in the corresponding half year of 1822. Upon other articles, the re- 
ceipts in the present half year were less than those in the year 1822 ; 
but he had no doubt that the deficiency would be made up before the 
Sth of the month arrived. The amount of the Excise Revenue for the 
first half of the year 1822, was 12,135,136/. The amount actually re- 
ceived in the present year up to the Ist of July, was 10,571,0811. 
The payments which would be made from the Ist to the 5th of July 
were estimated at 658,000/., making the total Revenue of the present 
half year, 11,221,081/. It appeared at first sight that there had been 
a deficiency in the receipts of the current half year as compared with 
the corresponding period in 1822, of 896,055I. ; but it was necessary 
to recollect that since the account of 1822 had been made up, several 








had been reduced to the amount of 135,688/.; the reduction of the dy- 
ty upon malt, including 270,000/. repayment on account of stock in 
hand, amounted to 450,637/.; the reduction upon salt was 465,5501. ; 
making a total reduction of 1,051,375. If that sum were added to 
the receipts of the present half year, there would appear an increase 
of 135,820/., and if the sum of 270,000/. had not been repaid on ac- 
count of stock in hand, the increase of the Revenue would have been 
425,820/. In addition to the flattcring account of those two important 
branches of Revenue, he had reason to believe that the receipts of the 
Stamp duties would be considerably augmented as compared with 
those of 1822. In consequence of the prosperous state of Revenue 
which afforded a clear surplus of income over expenditure, the coun- 
try had been able to apply itself to the gradual reduction of its debt. 
He would state what progress had been made in the reduction of the 
debt during the present year. On the 5th January, 1823, the unre- 
deemed debt amounted to 796,530,144/. The following account 
would show to what extent it had been reduced from the 5th January; 
to the 30th June, by the Commissioners for its réduction :-—

The amount of debt remaining unredeemed was 794,130,812. It wa- 
necessary to observe, that whilst the reduction which he had stated 
was going on, no corresponding addition had been made to the debt. 
| —(Hlear.) The reduction which had been effected was a clear re- 
i duction. Besides the capital redeemed and transferred as above, 
there was paid to the Bank towards the redemption of Exchequet- 
Bills, per 3 Geo. IV. cap. 66—

Thus it appeared that there had been a clear reduction of debt to the 
amount of upwards of 3,000,0001. The Committee was aware that it 
was the custom to issue Deficiency Bills to meet the demands on the 
Consolidated Fund. On the 5th of January, 1823, the Deficiency 
Bills amounted to 5,920,354/.; but on the 5th of April, the period when 
the last account was made up, they had been reduced to 3,793,291/. 
There was a reduction, therefore, of more than 2,000,0001. ander that 
head. Whilst this reduction of debt had been in progress, the Govern- 
ment had also effected a considerable reduction of taxation. Per- 
haps the Committee would not be unwilling to hear the extent to which 
the reduction of taxetion had been carried during the last two years 
for he would confine himself to that period. If the Hon. Gentlemen 
opposite chose to attribute the diminution of taxation to their exer- 
tions (hear,) he would not dispute with them. He would not contend 
for the merit of the act: it was sufficiently gratifying to him to know, 
that notwithstanding the Government had made great sacrifices of 
Revenue, yet nevertheless the resources of the country were so solid 
and substantial, that they enabled the Government to provide amply 
for the public service, and at the same time to effect a progressive 
reduction of the debt,—( Cheers.) Within the last two years redar- 
tions had taken place of the undermentioned taxes, to the following 
amount :—

Reductions had also been effected upon minor items of taxation, 
which though unimportant in amount, were of great benefit to the 
parties by whom those taxes had been paid. He alladed to all the 
reductions to be found in the Bill in progress relative to customs.— 
One of the most important parts of the Bill was that which provided 
for the reduction of the duty on stone carried coatwise. He might 
also advert to another circumstance which would diminish the amount 
of taxations-he meant the repeal of the Union Duties in Ireland. It 
could not be denied that the repeal of those duties would be preju- 
dicial to the interests of some persons, but it would enable the peo- 
ple of Ireland to obtain some articles of British produce 10 per cent.

He wished to say a few words with re- 
spect to Ireland. No one could look at the marmmer in which Parlia- 
ment had conducted itself with respect to thé taxation of Ire- 
land, without being convinced that whatever differences of opinion 
might exist with to the moral and political causes which ope- 
rated in that country # produce misfortunes which it was painful to 
dwell upon, in a fiscal point of view, at least, it had given a’ most 
liberal attention to the wants of that unhappy country.—( Hear, hear.) 
Among other measures connected with the finances, he might advert 
to some Bills which had passed through the House vii com- 
ment—a proof that their principle was approved—for uniting the 
Boards of Customs and Excise, and assimilating the practice in 
doth countries —( Hear, hear.) The effect of those Bills would be 
no less advantageous to merchants than to the public in general— 
He did not know that he had now any thing farther to state to the 
Committee. He did not feel justified in saying any thing with re- 
spect to the future; but he might be allowed to say that he con- 
sidered the Revenue in a flourishing condition. He thought, too, 
that no man could doubt that the finances of the country were 
in a state of progressive improvement. Under these circumstances, 
he could not but anticipate that Government might be enabled to ex- 
tend the principle of reduction of taxation still further than it had been 
already carried —( Cheers.) Government would do all that could be 
done to reduce taxation, provided it was not over-pressed—(Hear and 
Laughter.) He was not ashamed to avow that, in his opinion, theories 
which every body allowed to be unobjectionable, might, when they 
were attempted to'@€ carried into practice too rapidly with respect to 
such an enormous concern as the Revenue of this country, be pro- 
ductive of the greatest mischief—(Hear, hear.) If Government 
were allowed to proceed in a moderate course, he had very little 
doubt that it would find, in consequence of the acts of reduction 
which had taken place, the means of extending relief from taxation 
further. He felt it to be his duty not to say any thing more specific 
on the subject. He was aware that many Honourable Members had, 
during the present Session, directed the attention of Government to 
stveral taxes of great importance, which they desired to obtain the 
repeal of. Some of the taxes which had thus been alluded to were 
of very great importance, connected as they were with the necessity 
of preventing smuggling. He felt that he would be doing wrong 
if he were at that moment to express any opinion with respect to 
the repeal of those taxes. He would, therefore, content himself 
with the declaration of the general principle on which Government 
was desirous of proceeding. He was glad to have received from 
the House the most liberal support of the views which he, and the 
rest of his Majesty's Ministers, had entertained ; and he trusted 
that the House had no reason to think that their support had been 
improperly bestowed.—( Cheers.) He had taken pains to ascertain 
the feelings of the country with respect to the course of policy which 
Ministers had pursued, and he found that the people generally were 
completely satisfied with it, and as long as that was the case he 
should also be satisfied —( Great Cheering.) The Right Hon. Gen- 
tleman sat down after moving a resolution which he put into the 
Chairman's hand without readimg it; we are therefore unable to 
state its import. 

Mr. MABERLY congratulated the House on the candid state- 
ment which they had just heard from the Right Honourable Gen- 
tleman opposite. Durmg the whole time that he had been a Mem- 
ber of that House, he had never heard such an open, fair, or candid 
statement, and, indeed, it appeared to him, that the Right Hon. 
Gentleman had rather underrated than overrated the grounds on 
which he founded his report of the present increasing and flourish- 
ing state of the Revenue, and of the hopes he etitertained of the

' Ina subject so large and ample as the the Finance ofan Empire, 
we can necessarily touch only upon the heads; but we Conccive 
that we can make that statement of facts, which will speak for itself 
to the minds of all intelligent readers. . ; 

The four great channels of our national wealth,—those which feed 
and maintain it,—are our agriculture, our manufactures, our com- 
merce, and that internal trade, which, like one of our general canals, 
receiving the contributions of all the branches, circulates and conveys 
them through every division of the community,--thus affording to the 
vast majority of society the wages of labour, and to the more opulent 
classes, enlarged means of consuming and enjoying. 

To begin, therefore, with our Agriculture. In January last, the 
average price of wheat, as given in the Gazetic, was thirty-nine shil- 
lings. On Saturday last, the 22d instant, the average price of wheat, 
by the official document, was sixty-two shilling. Here, therefore, in 
one article, is a rise of thirty-five per cent. In January last, a popu- 
lar writer of great talents,—and when writing upon farming and ag- 
ricultural subjects, of well-merited influence,—had frightened nearly 
all the kingdom by a confident prediction, that wheat, after the Ist 
of May, would sink to four shillings per bushel; and that, under the 
effects of Mr. Peel’s Bill, and the payment in cash by the Bank of Eng- 
land, it would never again, never,exceed that price. The Ist of May 
is now passed by many weeks, and the Bank has paid its notes in 
cash, and yet wheat has risen nearly forty per cent. The rise of bar- 
ley has been still greater from January to the present time, and oats 
are only kept at their present price by the increased importation from 
Ireland. Such, to speak briefly, are the present prospects of Agri- 
cultare, that Sir Thomas Lethbridge has withdrawn his motion for an 
inquiry into the causes of agricultural distress, and has expressed his 
satisfaction at the present condition of the landlord and farmer. 

Within the same period, there has occurred a like favourable pro- 
gress in the great money market of the kingdom, and in the bank and 


the present year, the price of three per cent. stock was seventy-two 
pounds. The price of the same stock was on Saturday (yesterday,) a 
considerable fraction above eighty-one pounds. It is impossible but 
that such a rise in our funds must be attended with the most impor- 
tant consequences. It will accelerate the time when Ministers shall

mission to view the interior of “ Garrick’s villa” at Hampton, and 
his residence on the Adelpi Terrace. I[t is always of use to know 
in whose possession pictures and gems remain, in which persons of 
taste feel a deep interest, These relics were sold by Mr. Christie, ai 
his rooms in Pall-Mall, on Monday last, and his exordium upon 
the merits of the great actor were worthy of the accomplished “ Re. 
turning Officer,” as Mr Christie humourously designated himself, after 
having awarded Hogarth’s very celebrated set of four Election sub- 
jects, for sixteen hundred and fifty guineas, to Mr. Soane.

all our countrymen and countrywomen of every rank and denowi- 
nation were obliged to return to their native shores, The Quofi- 
dienne of Monday says— 

«We are always disposed to act in the most gallant manner to- 
wards those fair travellers who come to France in order to amuse 
themselves; we are wot ‘concerned with the opinions which they 
may entertain ia London; but our ‘notion of hospitality will not 
permit us to sanction in Paris acts which may involve our visitants 
in factions intrigues. 
“ But if some interesting Ladies, some noble widows of former Am- 
bassadors, received one day the most select parties of the highest 
fashion, and on the succeeding day the flower of secret societies; 
if, after having prattled with our artists, they harangued our con- 
spirators; if some women changed their boudoirs into halls of coun- 
cil for the Directing Committee; if, while by their expenditure, 
they encouraged our trade, they by their largesses supported rebel- 
lion; if they kept open house for the literary defendeis of the Span- 
ish Revolution, and open purse for Fabvier, its military defender, 
the matter was changed altogether, Our Government, which is 
bound to allow every one liberty to come amongst us, is not obliged 
to permit those visiters to conduct themselves contrary to the inter- 
ests of the country. When, therefore, it invited Mesdames Hut- 
chinson, Oxford, and Bourck to quit France, it was not deterred by 
the false interpretation of the laws of hospitality, nor had it forgot- 
ten the politeness of gallantry; it solely fulfilled its duty by taking 
proper measures of precaution and prudence.—New Times. 


DEATH or Mr. ROBERT BOWMAN, or IRTHINGTON, AGED 
ONE HUNDRED AND EIGHTEEN! ! 

On the evening of Friday the 13th June this vencrable old man 
breathed his last at Irthington, near Carlisle, in the 118th year of his 
age. 

He was born at Bridgewood-F oot, a small farm-house near the river 
Irthing, about two miles from the place of his death. “ His birth-day 
is not known,” says Dr. Barnes, who published some account of him 
in the Edinburgh Philosophical Journal in 1820, “but he believes he 
was born about Christmas. As some doubts have been entertained 
with respect to his age, to put it beyond dispute I have examined the 
register of his baptism in the parish church of Hayton. His name and 
place of nativity, as well as the year of baptism, which was 1805, are 
very legible ; but from his name having been placed at the foot of the 
page, the month and day are worn out.” 

The removal of so remarkable a person to “ another and a better 
world,” deserves more than a common notice. This Cumberland pa- 
triarch was born at Bridgewood Foot, a hamlct about two miles from 
Irthington, in the month of October 1705, in the house where his 
erandtather had resided, and where his father also was born, both of 
whom w ere brought uptohusbandry. His ancestors were Roman Catho- 
lies, and in the early partof his life he professed thatieligion; but ma- 
ny yetrs ago he became a member of the Church of England, and was a 
constant and orderly attendant upon Divine Worship until prevented 
by age and infirmity. From early youth he had been a laborious work- 
er, and was at ail times healthy and strong, having never taken 
medicine nor been visited with any kind of illness, except the measles, 
when a child, and the hooping cough when he was above one hundred 
years of age. During the course ofhis long life he was only once in- 
toxicated, which was at a wedding, and he never used tea or coffee ; 
his principal food having been bread, potatoes, hasty-pudding, broth, 
and occasionally a little flesh meat. He scarcely ever tasted ale or 
“pirits, his chief beverage being water, or miJk and water mixed. 
‘This abstemiousness arose partly from a dislike to strong liquors, but 
more from a saving disposition, being remarkably careful of his mo- 
ney, and strougly attached to the things of this world ; for the same 
reason, as he himself acknowledged, he never used snuff or tobacco. 
With these views, his habits of industry and disregard of personal fa- 
tigue were extraordinary ; having often been up for two or three 
‘ughts in a week, particularly when bringing home coals or lime. In 
lis younger days he was rather robust, excellent in bodily strength, 
and was considered a master in the art of wrestling—an exercise to 
which he was particularly attached. He was of a low stature, being 
not above five feet five inches in height, with a large chest, well pro- 
pertioned limbs, and weighing about twelve stone. His vigour never 
forsook him till far advanced in life ; for in his 108th year he walked 
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Mrs. CHaTTERLEY, an actress of great merit, advertised her benefit, 
as appointed, or fixed, or whatever the new-fangled term is, for Thurs- 
day, or Wednesday, or some day in the last weck (which, is quite in- 
different to the main point) and announced Liston as oue of her per- 

the occasion. 
rardies bo ondeneed that the fact that Liston was worldly-mind- 
ed enough to go and take fifty pounds per week at Drury Lane, when 
Covert Garden oflered him twenty four, has given so much umbrage 
to the Commitiee at the latter theatre that it was thought necessary to 
ascertain whatever the said Liston has entercd into a new engage- 
ment with Erisron for the nezt season, before permission would be 
given for him to appear for Mrs. CuatTERey’s benefit on Thursday, 
or whenever it might happen to be. Upon Liston’s confession that 
he had renewed his engagement at Drury Lane, not on the same terms 
but with a still higher salary, the Covent Garden council prohibited 
his performance in their house. 

We have heard certainly that the mode of Liston’s retreat from his 
old ground, was the part of the affair most irksome to those with whom 
he had always lived upon terms of the closest intimacy; that he did 
not give those friends the refusal of himself—that they would have been 
ready to come to his price if he had waited a little, and so on; but 
those who have heard of dogs and shadows—two stools—and a 
variety ofother distracting proverbs, will perhaps think LIsTON quite 
justified in having secured the bird at Drury lane, instead of beating 
about the bush at Covent-garden. Be this as it may, the matter of of- 
fence was certainly one of private life, and ought not to have interfer- 
ed with public service. ; 

How would the world go on if this were the case in general socie- 
ty ?-Did not we while waiting with the Jensrys and BRouGHAM at Mon- 
tem, see Mr. Cannine walk in, and shake hands with that Honoura- 
ble and Learned Gentlemen, to whom he had given the lie in the most 
unceremonius manner a few evenings before ?—Have not we seen 
here, within a litde week, the “ great Duke” in company, rallying a 
great Radical upon his nervousness in attacking him in the House of 
Lords ?—It is part of the great scheme of society—why we ourselves 
provided Henry Grey Bennett has good Champagne and St. Peri, 
and has them well iced, should not make the least scruple in running 
down to Warron and taking our cutlet with him any day he chose 
to fix, if he would promise to have a pleasent friend or two to meet 
us, and not talk politics—Liston’s affront—if affront it has been— 
was an afiront to a private acquaintance. Surely that private feeling 
should not have excluded Liston from fulfilling a public duty, for 
which he was to have been paid. 

As amatter of worldly conduct, the thing was childish, and petu- 
lant, and spiteful, and little, and not what we should have expected 
from persons of whom we think highly. ; 

As a matter of good government in the theatre, it certainly shows 
very little discrimination, because as Mrs. Cuatrervey, who never 
has done any thing that we have heard of to irritate the Managers of 
the playhouse, is the real sufferer, the punishment fails in the wrong 
place. 

As a matter of right, we maintain that the prohibition is illegal, 
inasmuch as when Mrs. CoatTEeR.ey hires the theatre in Covent- 
garden ata rent, we believe, of upwards of two hundred guineas for a 
particular night, she has clearly a right to produce whatever pertor- 
mer or entertainment she may think fit, provided it should not be (as 
who could suspect that it would) contra bonos mores, or likely to en- 
danger the safety of the house, or the patent, or excite the anger of 
the Licenser of “ Cent. per Cent.” and “ Giovanni in London,” and we 
are quite certain the house being virtually hers, that she might have 
brought forward Romeo Coates, CoLonet Berxkeey, the Warerti, 
Peter Moors, Mr. Hayyes, in his pea-green coat, or any other in- 
teresting rarity of the day, and that no human being couid have legal- 
ly interfered to prevent it. 

We are sorry the thing has happened—sorry for the lady who lo- 
ses her benefit ; sorry for a committee which loses its temper; sorry 
for Liston who loses his fee ; and sw:ry forthe public who lose an 
opportunity of seeing him act once morc in the season than they oth- 
wise could —John Bull. 


MERCANTILE ANOMALIES. 


An extremely clever book, called Heraupic Anomarirs, by Mr. 
Nares, has made its appearance, of which we certainly must take 
some further notice ; but while considering its title this morning, an 
account of the prices of various articles in difierent markeis, was laid 
before us, and we could not avoid remarking the apparently anoma- 
lous character of the matter-of-fact document which contained the in- 
formation ; we will quote it as odd enough to deserve a place here :— 











to and from Carlisle (16 miles) without the help of a staff, to see the 
workmen lay the foundation of Eden-bridge. In the same year he ac- 
tually reaped corn, made hay, worked at hedging, and assisted in all 
the labours of the field, with apparently as much energy as the stout- 
e-t of his sons. As might be expected, his education was very limit- } 
«1; but he possessed a considerable share of natural sense, with much 
self-denial, and passed a life of great regularity and prudence, with- 
cut troubling himself by much thought or reflection. His memory was 
very tenacious. He remembered the rebellion in 1715, when he was 
fen years of age, and witnessed a number of men running away from 
‘ue danger. In the second rebellion inthe year 1745, he was employ- 
t d in Cutting trenches around Carlisle ; but fled from his disagreeable 
situation as soon as an opportunity afforded for escaping. He did 
vot marry till he was fifty years of age, and his wife lived with him 
52 years; dying in 1807,aged $1. In 1810, one of his brothers died 
atthe age of 99, and in 1818, a cousin died aged 95 ; another cousin 
is now living, 87 years old. He has left six sons, the youngest of 
whom is 50 years of age, and the eldest 62; his grand children are 
20 in number, and his great-grandchildren only 13. He never 
had any daughters. About the year 1779 he lost all his teeth, but 
no mark of debility appeared about his person before 1813, when he 
took to his bed, and never was able to use his limbs afterwards. Dur- 
iug the first nine years of his confinemeut, his health continued good, 
and he was free from corporeal pain ; but for the last twelve months, 
his intellects became rather impaired. At length, on Thursday, the 
12th inst. he was seized with illness, which in fourteen hours ‘put a 
period to his protracted existence. He grew weaker and weaker as 
the day declined, but experienced no sickness; and-about 8 in the 
evening slept silently away in the arms of death, at the extraordinary 
age of one hundred and seventeen years and eight months: a fruit 
ripe for the gathermg—a field ready for the sickle of the Great 
Reaper, whose harvest, however protracted, is nevertheless infallibly 
sure. 

_Mr. Bowman resided during the latter part of his life with one of 
his sons upon his own estate, and has died possessed of considerable 
Property, the fruit of unwearied perseverance and active industry,

sel contended was maintainable. 

Mr. Freshfield was called to prove the, 
fore his evidence was closed, 

The Lord Chief Justice interposed, and said he would n 
tain such an action. The time of a Court of Justice was 
occupied by such actions as these, and he could not suffer 
to go to the Jury. No doubt, if the Jury should find a verdic, ¢,,. 
the plaintiff, it could not be disturbed; but he would not suffer the 
case to proceed. He would not non-suit the plaintiff, but in theex. 
ercise of his judicial authority he would not permit such apn actioy, 
to be entertained in his presence. The wager was to depey 
an event which in that Court could not be considered as |y 
it had taken place. 

Mr. Gaselee and Mr, Talfourd pressed the case on, and urged tha, 
there was no reason in point of law why the action should not pro. 
ceed. The defendant was a stake-holder—he had received the plain. 
tiff’s money upon a condition which had not been performed, ang 
surely he had no right to keep the money in his own pocket. Eyey 
supposing the battle had taken place, there was no reason why the 
plaintiff should not recover back his money in a Court of Law; but 
as it had not been fought, all objection onthe ground of immorality or 
illegality, bad failed. ' 

The Solicitor General, (with whom was Mr. Comyn,) mentioned, 
that Lord Mansfield had frequently set his face against these actions, 
On one occasion that noble and learned judge refused to allow a 
cause to proceed where the plaintiff sought to recover “a rump and 
dozen” Jost upon a wager; aud the learned judge said he could not 
take judicial notice what “a rump and dozen” meant. Other learn. 
ed judges since that time, had held such actions not entitled to any 
encouragement ia a Court of Law. 

The Chief Justice said, he certainly should not suffer the case to 
go tothe Jury. ‘*he public time was not to be wasted by such dis. 
cussions. He should discharge the Jury. If persons of this des. 
scription could not make a law of their own to settle such disputes, 
this court would not allow tbe law of the country to be the test ot 
their wagers. In conclusion, his Lordship discharged the Jury fron 
giving a verdict.—Jury discharged.

SineuLark Rossery.—A man of very respectable appearance and 
eentee! address, was brought to this office on Saturday, and underwent 
an examination before Mr. Conant, the Magistrate, on suspicion of 
being concerned in the tollowing ingenious robbery :—Mr. Rutland, 
an extensive silversmith and jeweller in Oxford-street, stated, that on 
Thursday last the prisoner came to his shop, and asked to look at 
some gold seals, which were shown to him, and he fixed on a small 
one, Which he agreed to purchase for 18s.; but before he paid for it 
he asked for a candie and some sealing-wax to try the impression. 
Having satisfied himself on this point, he took the seal with him, and 
jeftthe shop. On Friday evening he came again, and asked Mr. Rut- 
land to let him see some lady’s ornaments, as he had a commission to 
purchase several articles of that description, at the same time taking 
out his pocket-book and saying he supposed Mr. Rutland could give 
han Change for a large note. Mr. Rutland then showed him an assort- 
ment of valuable diamond and pearl ornaments, from which he se- 
jected a beautiful transparent clusteg-of diamonds brooch, a valuable 
diamond ring, a gold cable neck-chain and snap, set with turquois, 
a gold amethyst ring set with pearls, and various other articles, all 
of which he placed together on the counter; and then asked to see 
another gold seal, and wishing also to try the impression of this, call- 
ed as before for a candle and some wax for that purpose. At this 
time another man came into the shop and engaged Mrs. Rutland, 
who was present, in looking over some goods which he said he want- 
ed to buy, at the other end of the counter. Mr. Rutland called to the 
servant to bring the candle the prisoner asked for, and while she was 
procuring it, the prisoner said he felt himself very faint, having walk- 
ed a great deal all day, and he would thank Mr. Rutland to get him 
a glass of water. Mr. Rutland, quite unsuspicious, left the shop for 
a moment to bring him a glass of water, but was rather surprised, on 
his return, to meet the prisoner in his passage, who stopped and delay-

past them; while on the other hand it is asserted that the fire-arms 
were never loaded with ball, but merely used in the way of amuse- 
ment. A very great proportion of the crowd finding themselves ¢los- 
ed in on all hands by the judicious disposition of the military, took to 
the river, and fortunately none of them were drowned.

As soon as the first surprise, occasioned by this strange cir- 
cumstance, was over, Mrs. Rutland recollected, that just before the 
prisoner followed her husband into the passage, a third man came into 
the shop for an instant and spoke to him. On hearing this, Mr. Rut- 
land immediately suspected the trick, and accused the prisoner. He 
however, assumed a very high tone, and said that he'was himself a 
great sufferer by the loss of his pocket-book and money. Notwith- 
standing this, Mr. Rutland detained him on suspicion of being an ac- 
complice in the robbery, and sending for an officer, had him convey- 
ed before the Magistrate. Mr Conant having now asked the prison- 
er who and what he was, he spoke very loftily indeed of his family 
and connexions, the respectability of whom must prevent his making 
known his name as at all suspected of any concern in such a transac- 
tion. Mr. Coxanr told him that if his feelings were so very delicate 
on the subject, he should be accommodated with a pen and paper, 
when he could write down his name, and none should be the wiser ex- 
cept those employed to inquire into the truth of his respectability. 

After along time, and with considerable reluctance, he wrote his 
name. He was then asked to give the names of some of those high 
connexions of whom he spoke. 

He wrote down the names of several persons in succession, which, 
however, he as successively rubbed out with his finger, and ultimately 
refused to give any, saying that he supposed they intended to commit 
him. His residence, he said, was over the water. And being asked 
ifhe had not lately come out of the King’s Bench prison, he acknow- 
ledged that he had. 

The Magistrate next wished to know who the lady was that comimis- 
sioned him to purchase those jewels, but this he refused to disclose ; 
neither would he tell from whom he received the money, which he said 
he had lost in the pocket-book, or what description of notes they were 
except that one was a 4i)/. note, and even of this he could give no ac- 
count, either as to the number or from whom he received it. 

Mr. Conanrr said, that all these circumstances, coupled with the ve-

This interesting cause came again before the Court on Wednes- 
day, which was crowded in every part. 

Mr. CocknurN was formerly heard forthe pursuer, and Mr. 
J. A. Murray for the honourable defender. Mr. CRAn- 
STOUN was afterwards heard for the pursuer, and Mr MoncRIFF 
for the defender. Upon advising these pleadings, the Lords ordered 
the case for the pursuer and defender to be stated in Memorials for 
each party, and to be boxed in April following. This was done ac- 
cordingly ; and on Wednesday the cause came in the ordinary 
course of the rolls to be advised, when the Judges severally deliver- 
ed their opinions, and pronounced an unanimous judgment, finding 
that the present sum of £ 100 per annum, allowed by the honourable 
opulent defender was inadequate for the support of his son in that 
rank to which his birth and prospects entitled him ; and the Court 
ordained the honourable defender to give in a coudescendence of the 
amount of his income, that a suitabf aliment may be awarded to 
the pursuer.— Edinburgh, July 2.

County Cork.—One of the Cork Papers, under the head of 
“Iinportant Arrests,” and after a floarish about deep and awful in. 
terests, Kc. states, that aboat fifty persons have been arrested in 
the neighbourhood of Castletownroche, which fifty were concerned 
in most of the Ourages by which the County of Cork was afflicted. 
Without laying all the stress upon the apprehension of these persons, 
which our Provincial Contemporary is pleased to do, we are glad 
that this Grand Committee of Captain Rock have been arrested—it 
will contribute, no doubt, to the restoration of peace in the country 
The house of Major Russel, of Beechmont, was attacked on Sunday 
last, by the Whiteboys, for arms—they did not succeed, however, 
and four of them were apprehended. Some cows were houghed 
near Ballyclough, but, according to The Cork Chronicle, there is 
some likelihood of the speedy restoration of tranquillity in the Coun 
ty. By a Letter to the Editor of that Paper, it appears that “ the 
Insurrection” in the neighbourhood of Doueraile “is considerably 
checked.” 

County Limerick.—We read, in the Limerick Papers, the ac- 
count of only one Outrage, near Askeaton, the particulars of which 
are not worth stating. 

County CLare.—Mr. Blackburne is sitting at Six-Mile-Bridge, 
administering the Insurrection Act. There is mention made of some 
cow-stealing and a burglary, but neither appear to proceed from the 
Whiteboy System. 

County CarLow.—Perfectly tranquil in this quarter, and likels 
to continue so; yet there are certain alarmists, who are tormenting 
themselves and their neighbours with stories worse than those oi 
ghosts and goblins. —Carlow Paper. 

With respect to the state of the Magistracy, of which so much 
has been said in the recent debate, we refer to an advertisement, 
which appears in another part of The Evening Post, from the Grand 
Jury of the County of Wicklow, as some elucidation of the system.

They have taken his advice, and, by the following Letter, it will be 
seen they have gone to the fountain head. The Letter is signed by 
Mr. Justin M‘Carthy, a Magistrate, and addressed to the Editors of 
the Cork Papers:— 
“ Carrignovar, Thursday Morning, July 3. 

“ Sir—1 have great satisfaction in informing you, that three men, 
by name, Nagle, Taylor, and Haly, were \ast night apprehended by 
several of the Country People at Ballinvriskig, in the North Liber- 
ties of the City. Nagle has been for some months the principal 
ringleader in the several outrages which took place in the Liberties 
aud adjacent parts of Barrymore, and may justly be called The Cap- 
tain Rock of that part of the country. He had arranged to make an 
attack upon a respectable Gentleman’s house at Picrcetown last 
night, and proceeded to the rendezvous, when some young farmers, 
of the naines of Daly, Hart, Collins, Murphy, and Danicl Haly, of 
Coolgreen, rushed upon him and his comrades, disarmed them, and 
sent off two of their body tome. Information of the intended attack 
having been given, two parties of the Military from the barrack, 
under N. Hartnett and Robert Lawe, Esqrs., procceded towards Bal- 
linvriskig and Piercetown, to the former of whom the Prisoners 
were handed over. A quantity of powder, some balls and flints, a 
musket, and asword, were found on Nagle.” 

Ir this County, however, we regret to state, there has been a seri- 
ous and fatal contlict between the Volice and some Tithe Proctors on 
| oue side, and the Peasantry of Skibbereen oa the other. It seems 
{that Mr. Morrit, Rector of Castlehaven, in consequence of the resis- 
; tance he experienced in the collection of his Tithes, in that part of 
the Parish where the affray occurred, caused a Bench of Magistrates 
to be assembled at Skibbereen, and obtained au order directing @ 
party of the Police to assist the Proctors in levying the Tithe :— 

“ Accordingly they proceeded to the ground, where they seized 
some cattle, which the Country People, who assembled in great num- 
bers, resisted, with showers of stones, when a dreadful scene ensued. 
The Police and Constables were obliged, in their own defence, hav- 
ing given up the idea of the cattle, to keep up a constant fire, which 
was as determinedly resisted by the Country People, with volleys of 
stones, which were kept up with such determination on their part, 
that the Police and Constables were obliged to retreat, leaving one 
of the Police, named Bowen, and the Proctor, named Driscoll, kill- 
ed, and several of the party were wounded.

The entire were 
sent off from the County Court House for Transportation, amid the 
loud lamentations of the assembled Populace. 

At Gowran, in Kilkenvy, a house belonging to Mr. Bisszy has been 
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parat. At Thomastown, in the same County, there was a serious 
Riot at a Fair, between two rival parties; a symptom we add, 
: as it may sound to English ears, of returning tranquillity, 
in which a Magistrate (Mr. Foot) is said to have been wounded. The 
Riot was ultimately quelled, and a prisoner taken. 

On the morning of the first of July, an attempt was made to set 
fire to the residence of Mr. Simpson, at Merrion. Fortunately, howe- 
ver, the flames were discovered before much damage had been done, 
and thus for the present, at least, the intention of the incendiaries 
have been frustrated.

You know full well, as you have witnessed 
it, that my declaration not to acknowledge the Regency, which, in 
contempt of the royal authority, was established on the 11th of this

GREGOR M‘GREGOR. 

It will be recollected that this person has lately assumed 
the title of Cazique of Poyais, and laid claim to a large tract 
of land on the Musqueto shore, which he has been dispo- 
sing of to a great number of innocent and credulous people 
in Scotland. ‘Two vessels accordingly sailed for this coun- 
try with about 200 emigrants, but on their arrival they found 
themselves most grossly deceived by his Highness the Ca- 
zique, for instead of a town where they had been taught to 
believe every comfort was to be obtained, they found noth- 
ing but a few log-huts containing a small number of wretch- 
ed inhabitants, a sickly climate in the torrid zone, and hard- 
ly a vestige of cultivation. After suffering unparalleled 
hardships, and losing many of their number by pestilence, 
the British commander at Belize humanely sent a vessel 
and brought them to that settlement. Some of the unfortu- 
nate sufferers have arrived in this city, among others a Mr. 
Grant, of Canada, who is the bearer of a letter from the 
King of the Musquito shore to His Majesty’s Consul at this 
port. This letter we have had an opportunity of perusing, 
wherein we find that the King states unequivocally, that 
M‘Gregor’s establishment had failed. 

This humane savage provided a passage for Mr. Grant at 
his own expense, and the letter was to recommend him to 
the Consul here, who has kindly assisted him with the means 
of returing to the provinces. 

We are told that some others of the sufferers have reach- 
ed Boston, and intend to make public the vile system which 
M‘Gregor resorts to to delude the unsuspecting adventur- 
ers. We hope they will do so, and if properly authenti- 
cated we shall be happy in. lendipg our aid in transmitting 
such a statement to Scotland for the benefit of others, and 
for the purpose of checking the diabolical career of this 
notorious impostor.
